GUNMAN KILLS 5 
AT MD. NEWSPAPER 


Several others seriously 
hurt; suspect in custody 
but motive unknown.

ANNAPOLIS, MD. — A gunman 
opened fire at a newspaper 
office in Annapolis on Thurs- 
day, killing at least five people 
and gravely wounding several 
others before being taken into 
custody in what appeared to be 
one of the deadliest attacks on 
journalists in U.S. history, police 
and witnesses said. 

Police gave no immediate details 
on the gunman or his motive in 
the shooting rampage at the Cap- 
ital Gazette and said he was being 
interrogated. Authorities said they 
also found what they believed to 
be an explosive device. 

Phil Davis, a reporter who cov- 
ers courts and crime for the paper, 
tweeted that the gunman shot out 
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the glass door to the office and 
fired into the newsroom, send- 
ing people scrambling for cover 
under desks. 

“A single shooter shot multi- 
ple people at my office, some of 
whom are dead,” he wrote. 

Davis added: “There is nothing 
more terrifying than hearing mul- 
tiple people get shot while you’re 
under your desk and then hear

Supreme Court’s list 
of questions to extend 
case a year or more.

WASHINGTON — The Southeast- 
ern water wars are far from over. 

That much was clear even 
before the U.S. Supreme Court 
directed an expert judge to revisit 
Florida’s legal challenge to Geor- 


gia on Wednesday. 

The justices’ 5-4 ruling will 
extend that pricey legal battle for 
what could easily be upwards ofa 
year, legal observers say. Beyond 
the Supreme Court battle, there 
are three separate federal cases 
related to water use in Georgia 
that will eat up taxpayer money 
for years to come. 

Georgia has spent tens of mil- 
lions of dollars and the better part

The shooting — which came 
amid months of verbal and 
online attacks on the “fake news 
media” from politicians and 
others from President Donald 
Trump on down- prompted 
New York City police to imme- 
diately tighten security at news 
organizations in the nation’s 
media capital. 

At the White House, spokes- 
woman Lindsay Walter said: 
“There is no room for violence, 
and we stick by that. Violence is 
never tolerated in any form, no 
matter whom it is against.” 

The gunman, whose name was 
not immediately released, was 
believed to have used a shotgun, 
according to a U.S. official who 
was briefed on the investigation 
but not authorized to discuss it 
publicly and spoke on condition 
of anonymity.
